One final push 
in Edmonton- 
Whitemud riding 


Byelection today. 

Candidates pound the 
pavement as campaign 
draws to a close 


Despite chilly temperatures 
Sunday, candidates in Edmon- 
ton-Whitemud hit the streets in 
a last-ditch effort to win votes 
for Monday’s byelection. 

The race, which features 
former Edmonton mayor and 
current health minister Ste¬ 
phen Mandel gunning against 
four other candidates from the 
south side riding, will come to a 
close Monday after a month of 
campaigning. 

Liberal candidate Donna 
Wilson spent much of Sunday 
door-knocking, according to 
her campaign spokesperson 
Harpreet Gill. 

“For (Monday), we’ll be do¬ 
ing some big intersections 


again, having Donna wave at 
people,” said Gill, adding the 
Liberal’s Wilson has always 
considered herself one of the 
common folk. 

“It’s important to connect 
with people at that level,” he 
said. 

The Wildrose camp also 
pounded the pavement Sun¬ 
day, reminding residents to cast 
their ballot for candidate Tim 
Grover. 

“We’re out talking to our 
voters, specifically (saying) to 
get out and vote,” said Vitor 
Marciano, Wildrose campaign 
manager. 

As for election day, Marci¬ 
ano said the team will work to 
remind voters of the Wildrose’s 
mandate. 

“We’ll be doing a little bit of 
courting the strategic voting,” 
he said. “(Grover) will be out in 
lots of visible and public places 
reminding people it’s election 
day.” 


Campaign director for the 
NDP Brian Stokes said Sunday 
was the final push to encourage 
voters to vote for candidate Bob 
Turner. 

“People on the doors in 
Whitemud are telling us most 
people who aren’t voting PC 
just want anything but Man- 
del, anything but the conserva¬ 
tives,” said Stokes. 

While Edmonton voters 
consider their choice for the 
next south side MLA, three 
ridings in Calgary will also be 
choosing their latest provincial 
representatives, including for¬ 
mer premier Alison Redford’s 
Calgary-Elbow. 

Former Calgary Board of 
Education chair and current 
Education Minister Gordon 
Dirks is one of five candidates 
running for Redford’s old spot, 
while seven candidates are eye¬ 
ing the Calgary-Foothills spot, 
including current Premier Jim 
Prentice, leah holoiday/metro

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Premier running 


Albertans head 
to polls in four 
byelections 

Premier Jim Prentice is 
looking to gain a seat in Al¬ 
berta’s legislature Monday 
in one of four byelections, 
but he rejects any sugges¬ 
tion that the votes are a 
referendum on his govern¬ 
ment. 

“These are four individ¬ 
ual byelections,” Prentice 
told a Calgary radio station 
on Friday “I trust the 
judgment of the citizens in 
those ridings to make the 
choice.” 

Prentice, who is run¬ 
ning in Calgaiy-Foothills, 
called the byelections four 
weeks ago. The others are 
in Calgaiy-West, Calgaiy- 
Elbow and Edmonton- 
Whitemud. 

All four have been 
strongly contested by op¬ 
position parties. 

The Opposition Wil- 
drose has taken to running 
attack ads on TV and radio. 
The party reminded voters 
of failed Toiy promises to 
fix health care and build 
schools, while spending 
lavishly on travel and office 
perks under former pre¬ 
mier Alison Redford. 

Prentice did not par¬ 
ticipate in any debates in 
Calgaiy-Foothills, which 
prompted rivals to put a 
pumpkin in his place on 
stage, leading to the nick¬ 
name “Pumpkin Premier.” 

The byelection outcomes 
don’t have the potential 
to change the balance of 
power. The Tories have 
57 seats in the 87-seat 
legislature. All the seats up 
for grabs were won by the 
Tories in the 2012 election, 
including Redford’s riding 
of Calgaiy-Elbow. 

The legislature resumes 
sitting Nov. 17.

City student leaders are 
standing up against bullying, 
urging fellow Edmontonians 
to be more than a bystander 
when trouble happens. 

As part of the second an¬ 
nual Don’t Be a Bystander 
campaign, student represent¬ 
atives from the University of 
Alberta, MacEwan University 
and NAIT are slated to show 


their solidarity against bully¬ 
ing Nov. 1 for a candlelight 
vigil. 

Event organizer Manwar 
Khan said he was inspired 
to hold the vigil after he wit¬ 
nessed a brutal attack on Ed¬ 
monton’s LRT in 2012. 

“On my way home from 
work on the LRT there was 
a beating incident ... and 
unfortunately I was the wit¬ 
ness,” he said. 

“I tried to intervene; ob¬ 
viously I was not successful,” 
Khan said. 

Following the experience, 
Khan said he was motivated 
to speak out against bully¬ 
ing and encourage others to 
intervene when they witness 
injustice. 

“This is how we try to 


send the message to the com¬ 
munity that doing nothing is 
not acceptable and domestic 
violence is not tolerable,” he 
said. 

NAIT Students’ Associa¬ 
tion executive Gillian Wilson 
said a top concern at the cen¬ 
tral campus is student safety 
and transit. 

With the planned LRT line 
to connect the school with 
the rest of the city, Wilson 
said it’s important to make 
sure it’s safety for all com¬ 
muters. 

“We want to ensure all 
the students, even those 
in the community feel safe 
using the (LRT),” said Wilson.

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Dirks called out for announcing new 
school modulars in midst of byelection

Wildrose, Alberta Party 
want ethics inquiry 
into minister's actions

Education Minister Gordon 
Dirks’ approval of modular 
classrooms for a school in 
the constituency where he’s 
currently seeking election 
would be illegal in other 
jurisdictions, according to 
the leaders of two provincial 
parties who are calling on Al¬ 
berta’s ethics commissioner 
to investigate. 

“This is completely un¬ 
ethical,” Wildrose leader 
Danielle Smith said Sunday. 
“In Saskatchewan and Mani¬ 
toba, governments aren’t 
allowed to make announce¬ 
ments during an election 
campaign or a byelection 


because there’s a perception 
that they’re doing it to turn 
votes.” 

Smith and Alberta Party 
leader Greg Clark — who’s 
running against Dirks for 
the seat in Calgary-Elbow’s 
Monday byelection — each 
wrote to ethics commis¬ 
sioner Marguerite Trussler 
on Saturday, requesting an 
investigation. 

At issue is a letter Dirks 
posted online last Wednes¬ 
day, stating, “two modular 
classrooms have been ap¬ 
proved for William Reid 
School and should be in 
place for the 2015-16 school 
year.” 

The announcement came 
despite a Calgary Board of 
Education ranking system 
for 10 schools desperate for 
more classroom space in 
which William Reid placed 
7th based on enrollment 
projections, site features, 
and cost. 

Clark said William Reid 
parents are eager for more 


classroom space but “don’t 
want special treatment” just 
because the education minis¬ 
ter is running in their riding. 

“Only the PC party wants 
to wield this as some sort of 
political favour,” Clark said. 

“What people want is 
good process.” 

In their letters, both 
Clark and Smith cited com¬ 
ments made by Dirks’ cam¬ 
paign manager Alan Hall¬ 
man to Metro on Friday. 

Hallman told Metro the 
decision to approve the mod¬ 
ulars was related to oppos¬ 
ition parties “cranking up a 
whole bunch of parents dur¬ 
ing a byelection to politically 
activate them.” 

“It looked very clearly 
in that article that the cam¬ 
paign manager was agreeing 
that the reason the decision 
was made was to win votes 
or to defuse opposition, 
and he didn’t seem to think 
there was a problem with 
doing that at all,” Smith said 
Sunday. 





Homophobic messages. Mysterious 
robocalls target Wildrose voters: Smith 


Robocalls apparently ori¬ 
ginating from the United 
States which have been tar¬ 
geting Wildrose supporters 
with homophobic messages 
ahead of Monday’s byelec¬ 
tions have prompted the 
party to file a formal com¬ 
plaint with Canada’s broad¬ 
cast regulator. 

Wildrose leader Danielle 
Smith said her party first re¬ 
ported the calls to the Can¬ 
adian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Com¬ 


mission (CRTC) more than a 
month ago. 

An official complaint 
was filed over the weekend 
after “numerous people” 
reported receiving them 
again after a period of rela¬ 
tive quiet. 

“I’m not sure how they’re 
targeting it or who’s behind 
it but it appears they’re 
generating from a couple of 
American phone numbers,” 
she said Sunday. 

“So we’re asking the 


CRTC to investigate.” 

Smith said the calls con¬ 
demn her and other Wil¬ 
drose MLAs for attending 
the Calgary Pride parade 
this year. 

The calls include a line 
about “naked men dancing 
in front of children” and 
ask listeners: “Is this con¬ 
sistent with your values?” 

Smith described the calls 
as a “voter-suppression tac¬ 
tic.”

Ghomeshi; host says network 
found his sex life ‘unbecoming’

$50 million. The radio 
personality is suing 
CBC for breach of 
confidence and bad 
faith, and pursuing 
reinstatement 


Q radio host Jian Ghomeshi 
says he has been fired from 
the CBC because they be¬ 
lieved his “sexual behaviour 
was unbecoming of a prom¬ 
inent host” on the public 
broadcaster. 

Ghomeshi made the 
claim in a startling Facebook 
post Sunday that surfaced 
just hours after CBC issued 
a statement saying they 
were severing ties with the 
popular personality because 
of “information” they’d 
received about him. After 
that announcement, a To¬ 
ronto law firm representing 
Ghomeshi issued a brief 
statement saying it would 
launch a lawsuit against the 
CBC. 

“I’ve been fired from the 
CBC because of the risk of 
my private sex life being 
made public as a result of 
a campaign of false allega¬ 
tions pursued by a jilted ex 
girlfriend and a freelance 
writer,” Ghomeshi said in 
the post, which a publicist 
confirmed had indeed been 
written by the radio host. 

CBC says the decision 
to cut ties with Ghomeshi 
was “not made without ser¬ 
ious deliberation” and that 
it would contest a lawsuit 
if served with legal docu¬ 
ments. It declined to com¬ 
ment on the Facebook post, 
citing the pending suit. 

In the post, Ghomeshi 
said he has “always been 
interested in a variety of 
activities in the bedroom” 
but only engages in “sexual 
practices that are mutually 
agreed upon, consensual, 
and exciting for both part¬ 
ners.” 

He said he began to date 
a woman in her late 20s two 
years ago and that they had 
an “affectionate, casual and 
passionate” relationship 
that involved “adventurous 
forms of sex.” He went on 
to say he ended their rela¬ 


tionship earlier this year, 
which upset the woman, 
and that early in the spring 
there was “a campaign of 
harassment, vengeance and 
demonization” that resulted 
in “months of anxiety.” 

He went on to say in the 
post: “It came to light that 
a woman had begun an¬ 
onymously reaching out to 
people that I had dated (via 
Facebook) to tell them she 
had been a victim of abu¬ 
sive relations with me. In 
other words, someone was 
reframing what had been an 
ongoing consensual relation¬ 
ship as something nefarious. 
I learned — through one of 
my friends who got in con¬ 
tact with this person — that 
someone had rifled through 
my phone on one occasion 
and taken down the names 
of any woman I had seemed 
to have been dating in re¬ 
cent years. This person had 
begun methodically con¬ 
tacting them to try to build 
a story against me.” 

In addition, he asserted 
in the post: “Someone also

began colluding with a free¬ 
lance writer who was known 
not to be a fan of mine and, 
together, they set out to 
try to find corroborators to 
build a case to defame me.” 

Ghomeshi said he has 
been open with CBC about 
the matter and that he has 
“never believed it was any¬ 
one’s business” what he does 
in his private affairs but that 
he wanted his bosses to be 
aware of the situation. 

“CBC has been part of 
the team of friends and law¬ 
yers assembled to deal with 
this for months,” he wrote. 
“On Thursday I voluntarily 
showed evidence that every¬ 


thing I have done has been 
consensual. I did this in good 
faith and because I know, as 
I have always known, that I 
have nothing to hide. This 
when the CBC decided to 
fire me.” 

“CBC execs confirmed 
that the information pro¬ 
vided showed that there was 
consent. In fact, they later 
said to me and my team that 
there is no question in their 
minds that there has always 
been consent. They said 
they’re not concerned about 
the legal side. But then they 
said that this type of sexual 
behaviour was unbecoming 
of a prominent host on the 


CBC. They said that I was be¬ 
ing dismissed for ‘the risk 
of the perception that may 
come from a story that could 
come out.’ To recap, I am be¬ 
ing fired in my prime from 
the show I love and built and 
threw myself into for years 
because of what I do in my 
private life.” 

Toronto law firm Dentons 
Canada LLP says the action 
will claim general and puni¬ 
tive damages for breach of 
confidence and bad faith in 
the amount of $50 million. 
The law firm said documents 
would be filed on Monday in 
court but did not elaborate. 

The statement also said 
Ghomeshi will commence a 
grievance for reinstatement 
with the CBC under his col¬ 
lective agreement. 

On Friday, Ghomeshi, 
47, tweeted that he was 
taking some “much needed 
personal time” away from 
the broadcaster. That came 
after an emotional posting 
on his Facebook page earlier 
this month about the recent 
death of his father.

Investigation reveals 
gunman motivated by 
'ideological and political' 
ideas, Mounties say 
in statement

The RCMP said Sunday it has 
obtained a video of shooter 
Michael Zehaf Bibeau and 
the preliminary investigation 
has revealed his motivations 
were “ideological and polit¬ 
ical.” 

RCMP Commissioner Bob 
Paulson said in a statement 
that the video was recorded 
just before the attack that left 
Cpl. Nathan Cirillo dead from 
two gunshot wounds. 

Paulson did not say how 
the RCMP obtained the video 
or what is depicted in it. 

“The RCMP is conducting a 
detailed analysis of the video 
for evidence and intelligence. 
You must understand that we 
cannot release this video at 
this time and I would ask for 
your patience in this regard,” 
the statement read. 

While the RCMP says it 
does not know the origin of 
the rifle Zehaf Bibeau used in 
the attack, it says he earned 
“a considerable amount of 
funds” by working in the Al¬ 
berta oilfields. 

They said the gun was “old 
and uncommon” and could 
have been previously hid¬ 
den on his aunt’s property in 
Mont Tremblant, Que. 



The statement from the 
RCMP labelled the shooting 
incident as a “terrorist at¬ 
tack,” which is in line with 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s characterization of 
Wednesday’s events, but runs 
counter to statements made 
by Zehaf Bibeau’s mother to 
Postmedia suggesting he may 
have suffered from a mental 
illness. 

Paulson said investigators 
are also looking at Zehaf 
Bibeau’s interactions with 
“numerous individuals in 


the days leading up to this 
attack,” and whether those 
interactions contributed or 
facilitated it. 

“This nationally scoped 
investigation remains excep¬ 
tionally active and fluid,” 
wrote Paulson in the state¬ 
ment. “The RCMP undertakes 
to get as much information 
to the public as quickly as we 
can.” 

Paulson’s statement also 
said police believe Zehaf Bi¬ 
beau stored a knife at his 
aunt’s property, which they 
said he brought with him in 


his attack. 

The RCMP has also asked 
the Ontario Provincial Police 
to investigate the actions of 
police officers inside and out¬ 
side of Parliament on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

The investigator might 
also look at answering other 
burning questions that some 
Canadians are asking, such 
as how does an individual 
armed with a rifle run onto 
Parliament Hill, hijack a cab¬ 
inet minister’s car and run 
into the entrance of Centre 
Block unchallenged?

Toni Nicholas was barely a 
teenager when she tried to 
kill herself by swallowing 
80 Tylenol pills, the vic¬ 
tim of endless bullying at 
school. 

On Saturday, the tiny 
16-year-old hosted the third 
annual Generation Change 
candlelight vigil to recog¬ 
nize victims of abuse and 
bullying. Even though she 
is now an anti-bullying ad¬ 
vocate who has founded her 
own organization, Nicholas 
acknowledged she still has 
her dark moments. 

Held in Dartmouth, N.S., 
the vigil was highlighted by 
a performance by Rebecca 


Crewe, who sang a song 
about Rehtaeh Parsons, the 
Halifax teenager who took 
her own life in April 2013. 
Boards off to the side list¬ 
ed the names of dozens of 
teenagers worldwide who 
have killed themselves as 
a result of bullying, a so¬ 
ber reminder of how much 
work is left to be done. 

While it is now too late 
to help Parsons and the 


many others who have 
killed themselves as a re¬ 
sult of bullying, Nicholas 
is seeking to help those 
who have gone through the 
same things she has. 

“I’ve had people come up 
to me and say they are in¬ 
spired by what I’m doing,” 
she said. “It helps to know 
that I’m able to help other 
people.”

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Quarantined nurse critical of 
N.Y., N.J. state Ebola policies 



Ebola anxiety taking toll on Canadians 


‘This is not a situation 
I would wish on 
anyone.’ U.S. health¬ 
care worker worries 
for those who will be 
held after her. 


A nurse who was quarantined 
at a New Jersey hospital — 
because she had contact with 
Ebola patients in West Africa 
— has criticized the way her 
case has been handled, rais¬ 
ing concerns from humani¬ 
tarian and human rights 
groups over unclear policies 
for the newly launched quar¬ 
antine program. 

Kaci Hiclcox, the first 
traveller quarantined under 
Ebola watches in New Jersey 
and New York, wrote a first- 
person account for the Dallas 
Morning News online Satur¬ 
day. Her tests for Ebola came 
back negative. 

“This is not a situation I 
would wish on anyone, and I 
am scared for those who will 
follow me,” Hiclcox wrote of 
her quarantine. “I am scared 
about how health-care work¬ 
ers will be treated at airports 
when they declare that they 
have been fighting Ebola in 
West Africa. I am scared that, 
like me, they will arrive and 
see a frenzy of disorganiza¬ 
tion, fear and, most frighten¬ 
ing, quarantine.... The U.S. 


must treat returning health¬ 
care workers with dignity 
and humanity.” 

New York Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo and New Jersey Gov. 
Chris Christie on Friday im¬ 
posed a mandatoiy quaran¬ 
tine of 21 days — the incuba¬ 
tion period of the deadly virus 
— on travellers who have had 
contact with Ebola patients 
in the countries ravaged by 
Ebola — Liberia, Guinea and 
Sierra Leone. Similar meas¬ 
ures were announced in Illi¬ 
nois and Florida. 

The hazy details of how 
such quarantines will be 
handled are drawing sharp 
criticism as infectious dis¬ 
ease experts say enforcement 
logistics are up in the air. 

The quarantine measures 
were announced after a New 
York physician, Craig Spen¬ 
cer, working for Doctors 
Without Borders, returned 
from Guinea and was admit¬ 
ted to Manhattan’s Bellevue 
Hospital Center earlier this 
week to be treated for Ebola. 

Dr. Irwin Redlener, a Col¬ 
umbia University professor 
and director of the New York- 
based National Center for 
Disaster Preparedness, said 
the logistics of the states’ 
new quarantine policy are “a 
problem.” 

“The challenge now is how 
you translate this quarantine 
plan to operational protocol,” 
Redlener said.

The Ebola virus may not have 
crossed Canada’s border, but 
the epidemic sweeping parts of 
West Africa is taking a toll on 
many Canadians. 

Those with parents, broth¬ 
ers, sisters and cousins in Li¬ 
beria, Sierra Leone and Guinea 
say they are living on the edge 
— filled with anxiety eveiy 
time the phone rings and deal¬ 
ing with the stigma created by 
the disease. 

Abu Balcarr Kamara, who 


immigrated from Sierra Leone 
in 2003 and lives in Winnipeg, 
said he often lets his phone go 
to voice mail when it rings, for 
fear his father or sister have 
fallen ill. 

“I listen to the voice mail 
before I call back,” he said. “If 
I don’t hear any terrible news 
... I say, ‘Thank God.’ That’s our 
life right now. It’s frustrating. 
It’s terrible. It’s terrifying.” 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion estimates the disease has 


killed more than 4,900 people 
and infected about 10,000 — 
virtually all in Liberia, Guinea 
and Sierra Leone. A lack of beds 
in Ebola clinics is also forcing 
families to care for relatives at 
home, risking further spread of 
the virus, the WHO has said. 

Liberian-Canadians are also 
feeling the effects of the epi¬ 
demic in their adopted coun¬ 
try, he said. People back away 
suspiciously when they find 
out someone is originally from 


Liberia. Others cast suspicion 
with questions: When were 
you last there? Have you enter¬ 
tained any visitors recently? 

“Just because a person is 
Liberian or from West Africa, 
that doesn’t mean the person 
is cariying the Ebola virus,” 
said John Gaye, president of the 
Canadian Liberian Friendship 
Association in Edmonton. “It’s 
our responsibility to educate 
the person that we’re dealing

For a band famous for songs 
about youthful alienation, 
with titles like The World Has 
Turned and Left Me Here, nam¬ 
ing an album Eveiything Will 
Be Alright in the End represents 
a pretty big step. 

But Weezer frontman Rivers 
Cuomo says that change has 
been hard-won. 

“We went through so many 
life stages, creative stages, inter¬ 
ests, experiences and we faced 
some deeply troubling real¬ 
ities,” he says of the years since 
their last album, 2010’s Hurley. 

After all of that, Cuomo says 
the lesson they learned is what 
led to the band naming their 
latest album title, Eveiything 
Will Be Alright In the End. 

“I think really it’s just a 
way to put into one phrase 
with words the feeling you get 
from the album where over 
the course of the 41 minutes,” 
he says. “You go through quite 
a few different worlds and ter¬ 
rains and ultimately it feels tri¬ 


umphant by the time you get to 
the final chorus.” 

The band is so happy about 
Eveiything that they’re playing 
eveiy song from the album at 
each tour stop, though Cuomo 
assures us that older songs will 
be in the mix as well. Asked if 
playing those older songs still 
feels as personal to him as more 
recent efforts, Cuomo replies, 
“I feel like Weezer at its best 
is writing from a veiy deep, 
timeless and ageless place that 
I have no problems relating to. 
Even with our earliest songs, 
they feel like us.” 

That’s not to say the new al¬ 
bum isn’t personal as well. 


“I’m always inspired by the 
emotional push and pull in my 
relationships and my daily life,” 
he says. 

We ask him to explain the 
ominously titled Eulogy For a 
Rock Band. The opening lines 
of the song are, “Goodbye 
heroes, you had a good run, 
15 years of ruling the planet, 
but now your light’s fading.” 
He promises it’s not a critique 
about his own band, but was 
instead inspired by seeing one 
of his musical heroes. 

“A forefather who’s perhaps 
the biggest rock star of all time 
in one of the later stages of his 
career,” is all that he will allow. 
Though Cuomo is cagey about 
who the musician was, he does 
say the experience made him 
think about how “each succes¬ 
sive generation is less familiar 
with his work and ultimately 
that means he and his life’s 
work are headed towards obliv¬ 
ion, and realizing that gosh, if 


that’s the fate of his work, then 
obviously that goes for the rest 
of us, too.” 

But hey, eveiything will be 
all right in the end, right? Cuo¬ 
mo says keeping to that credo is 
what gives him the confidence 
to keep going as an artist. 

“Even if we’re not 100 per 
cent certain, that’s what we 
have to tell ourselves,” he says. 

The band will mostly be 
playing smaller club shows on 
the tour, which Cuomo is a big 
fan of. “Playing giant venues 
is great because it’s just such 
a spectacle ... but we also love 
playing for just a few people 
or a few hundred people, feel¬ 
ing them right next to us, right 
in front of us. They tend to be 
the most hard-core fans and 
will sing every word at the top 
of their lungs and you know 
how much your music means 
to them, and that’s what eveiy 
artist dreams of, and it’s the 
greatest feeling in the world.”

“There was a rhythm to it. 
I could hear her voice in the 
rhythm of the speech and how 
things were supposed to be de¬ 
livered. 

“The key to Havana for me 
was her arrested development. 
She’s stuck at the age her 
mother died. She’s so childlike. 

“Eveiything is all about 
her mother and not being par- 
ented. All this childish, even 
sexpot behaviour — the ‘Look 
at me!’ — is all about not being 
parented. That’s all she wants.” 

The film is a wonderfully 
sadistic portrait of Tinsel Town 
and its citizens, portraying 
the wild side of Los An¬ 
geles, where venal and 
stratospherically self- 
involved behaviour 
plays itself out on 
the public stage. It’s 
a dark picture of 
life in Holly¬ 


wood, but Moore, a longtime 
resident of New York City, says 
the conduct isn’t exclusive to 
the movie biz. 

“I‘m sure there can be a 
certain kind of permissiveness 
in any business,” she says, “on 
Wall Street and Silicon Valley 
and in certain socialite circles. 

“People tiy and pin it on 
Hollywood as the only place it 
happens, and of course, it’s not. 

“I only lived in LA. for a 
while in the ’90s. There was a 
different quality to socializing 
than I had ever seen before. 
I’m pretty bourgeois. I’m not 
a partier. I don’t really go out. 
But when I moved to LA., there 
was a degree of socialization. I 
was like, ‘Whoa, there’s a lot of 
parties out here.’ 

“I was also single and out 
in a way I hadn’t been before. 
Veiy soon after that, I met my 
husband, we had children and I 
went right back into my hole.” 

She does, however, go out 
from time to time. 

“I have a school event later 
tonight,” she laughs as we end 
the interview.

Lease or finance? If 

you’re leasing just to 
free up cash for stupid 
stuff, then you're 
doing it wrong

A friend of mine was telling 
me he’s in the market for a 
new car. 

“Paying cash, financing or 
leasing?” I asked, not realiz¬ 
ing I was about to step into a 
pile of poop. 

“Lease?!” he shouted, the 
spittle flying. “And you call 
yourself a financial whiz.” 

Actually, I don’t. Other 
people may, but I just consid¬ 
er myself a chick who is sens¬ 
ible with her money. Anyhoo, 
I said, “So, what do you have 
against leasing?” 

“Well, that’s like dumping 
a whole bunch of money into 
a vehicle that you’ll never 
own. It’s stupid. Like rent¬ 
ing.” 

Whoa now, buddy, renting 
isn’t stupid, and neither is 
leasing, for the right person 
and the right reasons. (He 
might be considered stupid 
for buying a new car and tak¬ 
ing the depreciation hit when 
he drives it off the lot, but I 
digress.) Let’s look at some 
facts about leasing, then, 
shall we? 

Fact 1: When you lease, 
you only pay for the vehicle’s 
depreciation over the term 
of your lease. To figure this 


out, take the residual value 
(the estimated value of the 
vehicle at the end of the lease 
term) and subtract it from 
the total purchase price. This 
is the amount on which your 
payments are based, plus the 
lease (interest) rate you’re 
paying and applicable taxes. 

Fact 2: At the end of your 
lease, you have the option 
of either buying the vehicle 


for the predetermined resid¬ 
ual value, or returning it to 
the dealer. If you return the 
vehicle, it was like renting 
the car. If you buy it out, it’s 
more like another form of fi¬ 
nancing. 

Fact 3: A lease will mean 
substantially lower monthly 
payments because you are 
not making any payments on 
said residual value. That can 


free up cash flow for other 
things, like paying down 
debt that’s costing you more 
in interest. But you will have 
to come up with the resid¬ 
ual value if you want to buy 
the vehicle at the end of the 
lease. (Yes, you can refinance 
the buyout, but that’s gonna 
cost you interest, too.) 

Fact 4: You will pay more 
to lease if you assume the 
same purchase price, inter¬ 
est rates and total number of 
payments plus the residual 
value. What a lot of people 
don’t get is that while you’re 
leasing, you pay interest on 
the full value of the vehicle, 
including the residual value. 
When you use financing, the 
amount on which interest is 
being calculated is reduced 
at a faster rate so you end up 
paying less. 

Fact 5: Leasing can work 
out to be cheaper. If the inter¬ 
est rate on the lease is lower 
(or if the financing term is 
longer), the lease will be less 
expensive. 

With the current trend of 
up to 84-month financing, 
the interest costs on loans can 
outstrip leasing costs. Shop 
smart. If lease rates are better 
than financing rates because 
manufacturers are subsidiz¬ 
ing their leases, you’ll win on 
the lease. 

Fact 6: Dealers have been 
known to jack up the price 
on a vehicle depending on 
how you plan to finance the 
purchase. Don’t go in declar¬ 
ing how you’re going to pay. 

As far as the dealer is 
concerned, you don’t have 
a trade-in, you don’t need fi¬ 
nancing, and you don’t plan 
to lease. You’re just pricing 
out the car. 


Who benefits from leasing 


If you are self-employed or 
have a company through 
which you are running your 
vehicle(s), leasing may offer 
a bigger tax payoff than 
financing. 

Or, if you’re determined 
to buy out the vehicle 
but need some breathing 
room in your cash flow, 
leasing can work to your 
advantage. You’ll not only 
make your monthly lease 
payments on time, you’ll 
also be socking away the 
money you need to make 
the buyout. 


If you’re prepared to spend 
a little money to get the best 
deal ($40), go to carcostcan- 
ada.com for the wholesale 
price on the car you’re con¬ 
sidering. 

Fact 7: It’s your job to read 
and understand your lease, 
including knowing your mile¬ 
age and wear limits, overage 
charges, termination charges, 
and buyout fees. If you know 
you drive a lot and the kilo¬ 
metre allowance will be used 
up in no time flat, reconcile 
yourself to buying out the 
vehicle and start saving to do 
it. 

But if you’re leasing just 
to have extra money to spend 
on stupid stuff, then you’re 
using the strategy the wrong 
way. Stick with the disci¬ 
pline financing offers.

The severe market crash in 
October 2008 changed my 
life. I started running to re¬ 
gain my health, both emo¬ 
tional and physical. Shortly 
after I took my first steps, I

I recently heard Glen Hunt, 
the chief transformation 
officer at Cossette, brilliantly 
describe how to achieve a bold 
outcome. He explained that 


most of us, as we work toward 
a goal, place more emphasis 
on the ‘what’ instead the 
‘how’ or ‘why’. 

“We have the order 
wrong,” says Hunt, who 
defined the ‘how’ as the 
guardrails for our behaviour, 
and the ‘why’ as the passion 
we bring, as well as the deeply 
rooted motive, to the project. 

As I depart to race 
Antarctica’s 250-kilometre 
ultra-marathon called The Last 
Desert, I’ve decided to take 
this message to heart. 

As part of a team of three, 


our group must start and fin¬ 
ish the race together and stay 
within 10 metres of each other 
at all times. Another team 
member and I entered the 
race as a pair, and then con¬ 
ducted a search to find a third 
willing to run as part of a team 
as opposed to solo. In the end 
we found Michael Gilgen in 
Switzerland. The focus of the 
initial recruiting conversation 
was based on ‘what’ we were 
there to tiy to do — to win. 

During the previous three 
desert races I competed in, 

I observed that not all the 


winning teams were the most 
gifted runners; however, all 
acted as a single cohesive unit 
with a high degree of trust, a 
chain of command, a purpose, 
and a no-I-in-team selflessness. 
Although my teammates and 
I came together with a clear 
objective, it would be foolish 
to have these set expectations 
and make this long journey 
to the end of the world about 
winning. That ‘what’ is more 
likely to happen if we focus 
on the ‘how’ and the ‘why’ so 
that we can make the journey 
extraordinary irrespective of
